Dear Dr. McAvay: 
 
The Office of Health Care Access (“OHCA”) is in receipt of your request for exemption from the 
Certificate of Need (“CON”) process, pursuant to Section 19a-639b of the Connecticut General 
Statutes (“C.G.S.”), for the establishment of a psychiatric outpatient clinic for adults with multi-
service component and a substance abuse outpatient treatment facility at 145 Main Street in 
Danbury. 
 
Please be advised that OHCA has reviewed your request and makes the following findings: 
 

1. Community Solutions, Inc. (“CSI”) is a nonprofit mental health and substance abuse 
provider with centers in Hartford and New Haven. 

 
2. CSI through the Danbury Multi-Service Center proposes to provide a coordinated 

continuum of care that will offer mental health and substance abuse services.  This care 
will include outpatient substance abuse treatment and recovery services to adults with 
substance abuse issues, including individuals with dual-diagnosis (co-occurring mental 
health and substance abuse disorders).  

 
3. CSI specializes in the treatment of the mandated criminal justice population. 
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4. The Department of Mental Health and Addiction Services (“DMHAS”), in a letter dated 
May 3, 2004, from Commissioner Thomas A. Kirk, Jr., Ph.D., supports the establishment 
of mental health and substance abuse services in Danbury and recommends an exemption 
of the CON requirements, pursuant to Section 19a-639b, C.G.S.  

 
5. The total capital expenditure associated with this proposal is $25,000. 

 
Based on the above findings, OHCA has determined that the establishment of a psychiatric 
outpatient clinic for adults with multi-service component and substance abuse outpatient 
treatment facility at 145 Main Street in Danbury meets the exemption requirements of Section 
19a-639b C.G.S. and, therefore, is exempt from OHCA’s CON process.
